The Shamrock Broke Her Topmast 


Just After the Start and the Co- 


lumbia Finished Alone. 


A FINE DAY'S SPORT WAS DESTROYED, 


New York, Oct. 17.—What prom- 


ised to be a splendid day's sport in 
the contest for the America's cup be- 
tween the Shamrock and the Colum- 
bia brought disappointment to the 
owners of the big sloops and the pub- 
lic generally. Within half an hour 
after the start, which was a good one, 
Sir Thomas Lipton's yacht was dis- 
abled by the breaking of her top- 
mast, and she was obliged to give up 
the race, while the Columbia, under 
the rules governing contests ior the 
international trophy, proceeded to 
sail over the course alone. At the 
time of the accident the cup de- 
fender was leading the challenger by 
several boat lengths. 
The starting 


gun was fired at 11 o'clock. At 
11:00:40 the Shamrock crossed the 
line, the Columbia following ten sec- 
onds later. For about a quarter of 
an hour the Shamrock held the lead, 
but made no gain. 
Then the de- 


fender overhauled and passed her, 
and continued gaining until the ca- 
tastrophe occurred that 
put 
the 


Shamrock out of the race. When the 
accident occurred that dashed Sir 
Thomas Lipton's hopes, the Shamrock 
was standing for port tack, and two 
boards she had taken to windward 
after crossing the starting line. The 
wind was blowing about twelve niles 
an hour from east to southwest arid 
a considerable lump to the sea. There 
was nothing for the Shamrock to do 
but to turn around and start for 
home, with a few cheers from the ex- 
cursion boats telling of their sym- 
pathy. 
The Columbia left her and 


ounded the first mark ten miles out 
t 12:39:38 and after a long reach 
ounded the second mark and started 
or home at 1:33:27. She came along 
ast on a reach home, crossing the 
ne at 2:35:17.

EARLY PREPARATIONS. 


New York, Oct. 17.—The earliest

avorable for the sailing of the sec- 
nd race in the international series 
f contests for the America's cup. 
he wind was light, from the south- 
ast, and the sky was overcast, with 
he probability of rain during the 
ay. 
Off Sandy Hook, at about 7 o'cloth, 
reparations were being made on 
oard both the contesting yachts for 
lie race today. The wind, however, 
was only about three knots at that 
ioint with a light haze in the air 
nd a gentle surf making music on 
he shore. 
Both the yachts had their head 
ails up in stops before 8 o'clock and 
heir crews were eagerly scanning 
he horizon for indications of more 
breeze. 


Under the conditions of the race 


series, today's contest was set down 
as a triangular course, ten miles to 
each leg of the triangle. 


With the wind from the southeast 


at 8 o'clock it looked as if the yachts 
would have a beat straight seaward, 
:o the southeast on the first leg: then 
a broad reach' towards the Jersey 
shore, with booms to starboard and 
balloons set, with the second mark 
anchored about five miles cast of 
Long Branch, and finally, another 
broad reach home to the finish also 
with bnllooners set, and boom well 
to port. 


As both yachts are known to be 


good off the wind, it looked this 
morning with the increasing breeze, 
that the race might be sailed in fast 
time. 


SHAMROCK FIRST TO LEAVE. 
The Shamrock was the first to leave 


her moorings this morning, fully 
forty minutes ahead of her usual 
time of departure. At 7:20, discard 
ing the use of a tug, the peak of her 
mainsail was put up and she swung 
away from her moorings toward the 
Columbia, anchored half ft mile to the 
westward. Going astern of the white 
yacht the green pacer began the 
completing running of her main 
sails and by 8 o'clock it was half 
way up and she was running rapidly 
out to the ship channel. 


After running by the Columbia's 


quarter, the Shamrock gibed around 
and heading «p into tl* Wtad 


ished setting her main sail. 


At 8:30 the wind still held from 


the southeast about eight knots, but 
at that time it appeared to have 
fallen off slightly. 


Still, there was sufficient wind for 


a race, as a number of coasters off 
shore, and a big square rigger com- 
ing up from the south, were making 
fairly good progress. 


The sky was comparatively clear 


and for the first time for over a week 
Sandy Hook lightship could be seen 
from the Highland lighthouse.

The Shamrock was the 
first to spin around, but before she 
could gather headway the Columbia 
had run down on top of her and ob- 
tained a nice berth to the windward.

Despite every effort of 
Captain Barr he could not get the 
Columbia from under the Shamrock 
and when the starting gun was fired 
he was forced across the line in the 
leeward position. 


THE START. 


Both boats went across the line on 


starboard tack under main sails, club 
top sails and two head sails, and just 
as she crossed the Columbia broke 
out her baby jib top sail. 


The Shamrock, however, after yes- 


:erday's experience, kept to her two 
ower head sails. A minute after the

SHAMROCK DISABLED. 


About 11:29 the Shamrock's top 


mast broke and her club top sail came 
down. The Shamrock was then lee- 
ward of the Columbia and 
some 


lengths astern about three miles down 
the course, when the immense stretch 
of upper canvas was seen to collapse. 
The club had apparently broken in 
the center and it hung over and beat 
against the main sail. The boat was 
at once put into the wind, while men 
scrambled aloft into the rigging. 


The Erin was to weather of her

Mary E. Swaidner, heard Vandolier, 
whom she recognized by his quick, 
nervous step, descend into the office, 
probably to get a drink of water, 
and he soon leturned to his room. 


He was called at 7 o'clock this 


morning, but made no response. An- 
other effort was made to arouse him 
about 9 o'clock, but this was also 
unsuccessful, 
and 
the 
landlady 


called 
Officer 
Knock 
and 
Officer 


Richardson. 
The officers, together 


with the landlady's brother, John 
Cope, went to Vandolier's room, but 
the door was locked, and Cope gain- 
ed an entrance by climbing through 
a transom from an adjoining apart- 
ment. 
Vandolier was lying in a 


normal position upon the bed, but 
life was extinct. 


THE CORONER CALLED. 


Coroner Barnett was summoned, 


and after making an examination 
of the body, ordered it removed to 
Schone & Veith's undertaking 
es- 


tablishment, where a post mortem 
examination was held. 
When the 


coroner arrived the body was still 
warm, and Dr. Barnett 
expressed 


the opinion that death had occurred 
not more than 
an hour 
before, 


though Vandolier may have been 
unconscious for some time before 
this, and for this reason could not 
be aroused by those who called him. 


Vandolier served in the civil war 


as a member of the Thirtieth Indi- 
ana volunteers, and has been draw- 
ing a pension of $24 per month foi 
disabilities received in the service. 
This was sufficient 
to keep him, 


though he occasionally did odd jobs 
of work. 
A part of yesterday he 


was employed at unloading pota- 
toes, but was obliged to abandon the 
woik before it was completed. He 
had 
suffered 
from 
shortness 
of 


breath and was at times quite fee- 
ble. 


Those who were acquainted with 


Vandolier say he \vas considerably 
addicted to drink, but that he was 
not drinking to excess yesterday. 
He usually retired early, and last 
evening seemed in good spiiits. He 
ate a hearty supper and was appar- 
ently in ordinary health. Theie was 
nothing in the appearance of the re- 
mains to indicate the cause of death, 
and the post moitem examination 
was neccessary to determine this.

Mrs. 
Swaidner, the landlady, says 


that Vandolier repeatedly 
stated 


that he had sold his body to a phy- 
sician at New Haven; that he had 
received $50 for it. and that when 
he died it was to be deliveied to the 
purchaser.

With a good wind the Columbia 


simply ran away from the Shamrock 
yesteiday. 
This bore out the opin- 


ions formed at the time of the first 
trial when, before the breeze failed, 
the defender outsailed her rival. The 
time limit practically settles that the 
cup will remain in America, for it 
is now clear that with wind the Col- 
umbia is the superior boat, though 
the Shamrock has been shown to be 
able to drift better. 
The 
victory 


yesterday was splendidly 
satisfac- 


tory. It was clean and decisive. 


It is well that the boats after seven 


futile trials were able to finish a race. 
Public interest had begun to wane 
and there had been considerable un- 
patriotic sentiment 
expressed 
that 


the cup defender was doomed to de- 
feit. 
But the failure to get wind 


for every trial is not a new experience 
in the cup contests, as those who 
have a clear recollection of the con- 
tests fourteen years ago may recall. 


In 1885, when the Genesta came 


across to endeavor to capture the 
America's cup, which was success- 
fully defended by the Puritan, a sim- 
ilar series of delays annoyed the con- 
testing crews and the thousands of 
spectators from all parts of the coun- 
try who flocked daily to the scene of 
the races, as they have been doing 
now down in New York. On the first 
day when the yachts were to have 
come together, the race was declared 
off for lack of wind. The next day 
there was wind in abundance, but 
the yachts fouled each other at the 
stait, the blame being laid on the 
Puritan. This would have given the 
first lace to the Genesta if her cap- 
tain had seen fit merely to sail over 
the course alone, but her owner re- 
fused to take advantage of his rival's 
misfortune. 
When four days later 


the yachts, made then thiid attempt 
to race, the wind failed again. 
The

wind and the race was postponed

Thomas Lipton bringing up the rear 
of the mournful procession with his 
yacht Erin. 


As they passed the excursion boats 


there were some faint cheers, but the 
crew did not answer them. 


Sir Thomas ranged alongside 
at 


once and spoke 
encouragingly 
to 


Captain Hogarth, who seemed to feel 
the accident keenly. It is to be re- 
marked that the Shamrock was not 
carrying as much sail as the Colum- 
bia when her top mast broke, for she 
had not raised her baby jib. 


Just before the sail went over the 


Shamrock was seen to ease off very 
much from the wind, and it is prob- 
able that Captain Hogarth 
either 


heard the mast crack or was afraid 
of it. She was jumping in the lumpy 
sea at the time and the strain must 
have been great. 


COLUMBIA KEEPS ON. 


The Columbia, evidently afraid of 


a similar accident, immediately took 
in her baby jib and later her stay 
sail to avoid the strain of the puffy 
wind and lumpy sea, but proceeded 
on her course. She made a long- tack 
to starboard, running toward shore, 
after the accident to the Shamrock, 
and then at 11:58 gybed and tacked 
to port under the agreement to finish 
the course in the time limit if pos- 
sible. 


At 12:15 the wind had dropped 


somewhat, but still there was enough 
to put her over the course in time, 
although the sportsmen about hoped 
that she could not finish and that the 
race would be declared off.

ENTOMBED MINERS SAVED. 


Pottsville, Pa.. Oct. 17.-Shortly 


before 10 o'clock this morning an ex- 
plosion occurred in the Shenandoah 
City colliery, by which twenty-two 
men were entombed. It was feared 
that half of them were dead at first, 
and great excitement prevailed. All 
were rescued, however, though with 
great difficulty, for the mine was on 
Bre and burning fiercely. Several of 
the miners were seriously burned and 
some of them may not recover. 


FUNERAL ANNOUNCEMENT. 


Shisler.—The remains of the late 


Jesse Shisler, who was killed in tht 
east yards early yesterday morning 
will be taken to Traverse City, 
Mich., for interment, leaving this 
city at 11:35 o'clock tonight. Nel- 
son Shisler, a brother of the de- 
ceased arrived here at noon today to 
take charge of the dead body. Late 
yesterday afternoon it developed that 
the deceased was married and had one 
child, but for some time he had not 
lived with his wife. The lady came 
here last night and was quite over- 
come with grief when she learned the 
particulars of the sad accident. 


HUNTING EVIDENCE. 


BOERS ARE BEATEN 


(Continued From First Page.) 


on Sunday night, and saw the ad- 
vance guard of General Joubert's 
column enter Dannhauser station, 
which is south of New Castle. 


Our patrol beyond Dundee last 


night caught a spy named Vermaak. 
It appears from this man, who is a 
Dutchman, that the Boers have torn 
vp the railway track near Ingagane, 
A hotel keeper there saw them. Four 
Boers entered his hotel, bought and 
paid for their goods, then told him to 
get out, and took possession of the 
place. 


BOER COLUMN ADVANCING. 
Private reports say that a Boer col- 


umn is advancing from Dejagers 
Drift against Dundee, with about 
15,000 men, but this number is 
greatly exaggerated. Probably there 
are only about 7,000. 


Telegrams sent to Ladysmith and 


New Castle from Hattingspruit sta- 
tion, north of Glencoe, ask that no 
more empty trucks (flat cars) shall 
be forwarded there. 
It is believed 


that the enemy's patrols are in the 
neighborhood of that coal field, which 
is also threatened. If this should be 
closed the source from which the best 
steam coal is obtained in this part of 
the world will be temporarily lost. 


The proclamation of martial law 


will have a beneficial effect in clear- 
ing the border of numbers of spies 
and other suspected persons. 


The following statement has been 


officially communicated to me: 


"The colony Of Natal was invaded 


from the Transvaal on the morning 
of the 13th inst. The advance was 
made by the enemy in three columns. 
On the right was a mixed column of 
Transvaalers and Free State burghers 
with the Hollander volunteer corps. 
It moved through Bothas Pass. In 
the center was the main column, un- 
der General Jourbet's personal com- 
mand. It crossed Laings Nek and 
moved forward by way of Ingogo. 
On the left a large command ad- 
vanced from Wakkerstrom, by way 
of Mots Nek and Wools Drift. 


THE OBJECTIVE POINT. 


"The objective point of all three 


columns was New Castle, which was 
occupied on the night of October 14, 
the central column having slept the 
previous night at General Colley's 
old stamping ground. Mount Pros- 
pect. Yesterday an advance party of 
1,500 Boers, with artillery, pushed 
south to Ingagane, but the better 
portion of the commando retired dur- 
ing the day in New Castle. 


"The Boer force, which for some 


days has been concentrated east of 
Dejagers Drift, on October 14 cap- 
tured a patrol of six men of the Natal 
police. 


"A picket of mounted infantry of 


the Sixtieth rifles also exchanged a 
few shots with the enemy. This as 
yet is the only fighting. 


"Our 
troops are in excellent spirits 


and fettle. The Natal volunteers in 
particular are doing valuable woik 
in a soldier-like manner and spirit,. 
The general officer commanding in 
Natal greatly appreciates their con- 
duct."

dianapolis, and took great pride in 
the fact.

''Nova Eboraca Columbia Elcelsior. 
Below is the name of the designer 
"Brasher." The other side has th 
original form of the national motto 
"Unum E Pluribus." 
There is an 


heraldic eagle, on one wing of whicl 
are the letters. E. B., the designer' 
initials. These coins are worth abou 
$500. 
The last one sold 
brough 


$527. It 
had belonged to an old 


Maryland family ever since it was 
coined. 


The $5 gold piece of 1822 is a ran 


coin. 
At one time only two were 


said to be in existence; one in thi 
Philadelphia mint, the other in Bos 
ton, but a third was picked up in a 
New York money changer's shop a 
few years ago. 


"I was afraid at first that it might 


be a counterfeit," said the collector 
of coins who happened to spy it. The 
man was so delighted to secure it 
that before leaving the 
shop 
he 


bought several other coins which he 
didn't want. He paid only $6 for it. 
The same day he was offered $250 
later $450 was offered by another 
gentleman; $600 by another one, but 
the gentleman, at last accounts, was 
holding it for $1,000. 


One of the most sought after col- 


onial coins is the Highly 
copper. 


They were struck in 1737 by Samuel 
Highly, who was a physician and a 
blacksmith at Oranby, 
Conn. He 


got the copper from a mine near by 
.nd shaped the coins at his forge. 


About nine years ago a 
silver 


shekel was found in Texas which 
dates back to 148 B. C. Its intrinsic 
•alue is about fifty cents; it* value 
o collectors, $5,000. 
Out of the earliest known coins Is 


a di4rMhat of th« ancient Aegina, 
ointd *bmt 700 B. C. Its intrinsic 


The coins spoken of in the Bible 


are shekels, which were of silver; 
the widow's mite, the tribute penny 
aud the "Judea capta," the bronze 
coin struck by the Emperor Titus to 
commemorate the destruction of Jeru- 
salem and the dispersion of the Jews. 


In Japan coins are generally of 


iron, and in Siam they arc chiefly of 
porcelain. 
Whale's teeth form the 


coinage of the Fiji islands. 
They 


are painted white and red, the red 
teeth being worth about twenty times 
as much as the white. These teeth 
are worn as a necklace instead of car- 
ried in a pocketbook. 


The entire collection of coin and 


medals in the British museum con- 
sists of 250,000 specimens and is one 
of the finest collections in the world. 
At the Philadelphia mint is a good 
collection of American coins, but the 
government only allows it $300 a 
year to buy coins with. The British 
government spends $5,000 a year for 
coins. 


James Eads How is a grandson of 


the famous engineer who, built the 
Mississippi river jetties and bridges. 
His father was president of the Wa- 
bash railroad. His own personal for- 
tune amounts to about $1,000,000. 
He is a graduate of Harvard, aud was 
a famous athlete during his college 
days. Now he has renounced his for- 
tune, is earning his living as a day 
laborer, and announces that he will 
spend his life in promoting the in- 
terests of a new monastic order, to 
be called the Brotherhood of Daily 
Life. Mr. How started his work by 
walking into the office of the mayor 
of St. Louis and handing him a check 
for every cent he possessed, with the 
request that he get the check cashed 
and spend the money for the benefit 
of the poor. The mayor thought him 
insane, and refused to take the 
money.

looking for work. 
His new order, 


the Brotherhood of Daily Life, is to 
have no connection with any of the 
churches, though it will not be an- 
tagonistic to them. 
He hopes that 


the members of the brotherhood will 
in time be called upon to do work for 
all denominations. He refuses to 
spend any of his fortune, because he 
says he did not earn it, and therefore 
has no moral right to it. 
He has 


secured many members for his new 
brotherhood in New York.

EASY FOR COLUMBIA, 


The Shamrock Broke Her Topmast 


Just After the Start and the Co- 


lumbia Finished Alone. 


A FINE DAY'S SPORT WAS DESTRBYED. 


New York, Oct. 17.—What prom- 


sed to be a splendid day's sport in 
he contest for the America's cup be- 
ween the Shamrock and the Colum- 
jia brought disappointment to the 
wners of the big sloops and the pub- 
ic generally. Within half an hour 
f ter the start, which was a good one, 
ir Thomas Liptou's yacht was dis- 
bled by the breaking of her top- 
,ast, and she was obliged to give up 
he race, while the Columbia, under 
he rules governing contests for the 
nternational trophy, proceeded to 
ail over the course alone. 
At the 


ime of the accident the cup de- 
ender was leading the challenger by 
everal boat lengths. The starting 
un was fired at 11 o'clock. At 
1:00:40 the Shamrock crossed the 
ne, the Columbia following ten sec- 
nds later. For about a quarter of 
n hour the Shamrock held the lead, 
ut made no gain. Then the de- 
ender overhauled and passed her, 
nd continued gaining until the ca- 
astrophe occurred that 
put 
the 


hamrock out of the race. When the 
ccident occurred that dashed Sir 
homas Lipton's hopes, the Shamrock 


was standing for port tack, and two 


oards she had taken to windward 
fter crossing the starting line. The 
wind was blowing about twelve rifles 
n hour from east to southwest arid 
considerable lump to the sea. There 
ens nothing for the Shamrock to do 
ut to turn around and start for 
ome, 
with a few cheers from the ex- 


ursloii boats telling; of their sym- 
tithy. The Columbia left her and 
oumled the first mark ten miles out 
t 12:30:38 and after a long reach 
oundcd the second mark and started 
or home at 1:33:27. She came along 
ast on a reach home, crossing the 
ne at 2:35:17. She finished almost 
wo hours within the time limit, dent- 
nstrating that the race would have 
een a fine one if there had been a 
ontest between the two boats. 
It is announced that the next race 


will be sailed Thursday. 


EARLY PREPARATIONS. 


New York, Oct. 17.—The earliest 
'eatlter conditions today were not 
avorable for the sailing of the sec- 
nd race in tho international series 
f contests for the America's cup. 
The wind was light, from the south- 
nst, and the sky wns overcast, with 
he probability of rain during1 the 
:ny. 
Off Sandy Hook, at about 7 o'clock, 


^reparations were being made on 
oard both the-contesting yachts for 
he race today. The wind, however, 
was only about three knots at that 
»oint with a light haze in the air 
.nd a gentle surf making music on 
he shore. 
Both the yachts had their head 


mils up in stops before 8 o'clock and 
heir crews were eagerly 
scanning 


he horizon for indications of more 
ireeze. 


Under the conditions of the race 


series, today's contest was set down 
ns a triangular course, ten miles to 
each leg of the triangle. 


With the wind from the southeast 


at 8 o'clock it looked as if the yachts 
would have n beat straight seaward, 
;o the southeast on the first leg; then 
a broad reach' towards the Jersey 
shore, with booms to starboard and 
balloons set, with the second mark 
anchored about five miles cast of 
Long Branch, and finally, anothei 
broad reach home to the finish also 
with ballooners set, and boom well 
to port. 


As both yachts are known to be 


good off the wind, it looked this 
morning' with the increasing breeze 
that the race might be sailed in fast 
time. 


SHAMROCK FIRST TO LEAVE. 
The Shamrock was the first to leavi 


her moorings this morning, full; 
forty minutes ahead of her usun 
time of departure. At 7:20, discard 
ing the use of a tug, the peak of he: 
mainsail was put up and she swunf 
away from her moorings toward thi 
Columbia, anchored half a mile to thi 
westward. Going astern of the whit 
yacht the green pacer began th 
completing running of her main 
sails and by 8 o'clock it was hal 
way up and she was running ropidl; 
out to the ship channel. 


After running by the Columbia* 


quarter, the Shamrock gibed aroun 
nnd heading up Into tho wind fin 


ished setting her main sail. 


At 8:30 the wind still held from' 


the southeast about eight knots, but 
at that time it appeared to havo 
fallen off slightly. 


Still, there was sufficient wind for 


n race, as n number of coasters off 
shore, and n big square rigger com- 
ing up from the south, were making 
fairly good progress. 


The sky was comparatively clear 


and for the first time for over a week 
Sandy Hook lightship could be seen 
from the Highland lighthouse. 


LIPTON AND HIS GUESTS. 


Guests of Sir 
Thomas Lipton 


boarded the Black Bird at the Bat- 
tery, and when she left for the Horse- 
shoe the steamer had about sixty pas- 
sengers on board. 


David Barrle, the representative of 


the Shamrock's owner, expressed his 
belief that the Shamrock would "do 
herself justice" today, if there wns a 
race. This may bo the last race wit- 
nessed by the guests of Sir Thomas, 
as most of them havo arranged to 
sail for England on the White Star 
liner Ocennic-tomorrow.

ENTOMBED MINERS SAVED. 


Pottsville, Pa., Oct. 17.—Shortly 


before 10 o'clock this morning an ex- 
plosion occurred in the Shenandoah 
City colliery, by which twenty-two 
men were entombed.

on Sunday night, and saw the ad- 
vance guard of General Joubert's 
column enter Dannhauser station, 
which is south of New Castle. 


Our patrol beyond Dundee last 


night caught a spy named Vermaak. 
It appears from this man, who is a 
Dutchman, that the Boers have torn 
up the railway track near Ingagane. 
A hotel keeper there saw them. Four 
Boers entered his hotel, bought and 
paid for their goods, then told him to 
get out, and took possession of the 
place. 


BOER COLUMN ADVANCING. 
Private reports say that a Boer col- 


umn is advancing from Dejagcrs 
Drift against Dundee, with about 
15,000 men, but this number is 
greatly exaggerated. Probably there 
are only about 7,000. 


Telegrams sent to Ladysmith and 


New Castle from Hattingsprutt sta- 
tion, north of Glencoe, ask that no 
more empty trucks (flat cars) shall 
be forwarded there. 
It is believed 


that the enemy's patrols are in the 
neighborhood of that coal field, which 
is also threatened. If this should be 
closed the source from which the best 
steam coal is obtained in this part of 
the world will be temporarily lost. 


Th«3 proclamation of martial law 


will have a beneficial effect in clear- 
ing the border of numbers of spies 
and other suspected persons. 


The following statement 1ms been 


officially communicated to me: 


"The colony of Natal was invaded 


from the Trnnsvaal on the morning 
of the 13th inst. The advance was 
made by the enemy in three columns. 
On the right was a mixed column of 
Transvaalers and Free State burghers 
with the Hollander volunteer corps. 
It moved through Bothas Pass. In 
the center was the main column, un- 
der General Jourbet's personal com- 
mand. 
It: crossed Laings Nek and 


moved forward by way of Ingogo. 
On the left a large command ad- 
vanced from Wakkerstrom, by way 
of Mots Nek and Wools Drift. 


THE OBJECTIVE POINT. 


"The 
objective point of all three 


columns was New Ctistle, which was 
occupied on the night of October 14, 
the central column having slept the 
previous night at General Colley's 
old stamping ground, Mount Pros- 
pect. Yesterday an advance party of 
1,500 Boers, with ai-tillei'Vi pushed 
south to Ingagane, but the better 
portion of the commando retired dur- 
ing the day in New Castle. 


"The Boer force, which for some 


days has been concentrated east of 
Dejagers Drift, on October 14 cap- 
tured a patrol of six men of the Natal 
police.

OF W ABASH. 


Was .Very .Wealthy and Had au 


Enormous Income Which He 


Spent Doing Good.

Wabash, Ind., Oct. 17.—Capt. A. M. 


Atkinson, one of tlio best known resi- 
dents of this city, together with Mrs. 
Atkinson, last week attended a meet- 
ing of representative men of 
the 


Christian church, of Cincinnati,""«nd 
just after closing an unusually spir- 
ited address before one of the com- 
mittees at the Grand hotel of that 
city last Saturday evening, he sud- 
denly sank into a chair and died 
without a struggle. 
His aged wife 


was in the corridor of the hotel at the 
time, waiting for the adjournment 
of the committee, and the effect upon 
her was serious. The remains readied 
this city yesterday afternoon, and the 
burial will probably occur on Wed- 
nesday. 


The dead man was 
probably the 


most prominent of Wabash citizens, 
and much of the cityrs progress has 
been, due to his personal effort and 
to his generous giving. 
His name 


invariably headed every subscription 
paper with a liberal sum. 
He sub- 


scribed heavily for stock in every ei 
terprise that would benefit the peopl 
and his tireless personal endeavor 
have brought establishments of var 
ous kinds to Wabash which it lie 
would have obtained otherwise. 


As a member of the Christia 


church, he was recognized the coui 
try over as a leader. It was he wli 
founded the board of ministerial re 
lief for the support of the iudigei 
and infirm pastors of the denoniina 
tion. 
To this he gave a first sul 


scription of $5,000, following it u 
with many more larger donation 
Several years of his valuable tim 
were also devoted to the upbuildin 
of the beneficence. He was prcsidci 
of the Bethany assembly, prcsidcn 
of the board of trustees of Butler un 
versity,anti was an incumbent of sev 
eral high offices in the missioimr 
societies of the church. For years h 
was the mainstay of the congrega 
tion in this city, paying most of tli 
minister's salary and providing hh 
with a home, while contributin 
heavily to the general expenses. 


Captain Atkinson was born at Co 


lumbua, Ind., February 8, 1833.

was married for the first time who 
twenty-one years old.
